CISION OF CIRCUIT 


COURT. 


THERE IS NO SUBSTITUTE FOR 


County officials are not quite clear 


as yet as to how far-reaching the re- 
cent decision of the- Supreme Court In 
relation to the taxing of bank fran- 
chises will be. The matter is one of 
much interest to banks throughout the 
county and State as it means much to 
them when the additional tax is added 
to their running expenses. 


With regards to the national banks, 


County Assessor Dalton s-aid today that 
he was not prepared to say whether 
they came under the same rule as the 
other banks or not as he had not been 
able to get a copy of the decision and 
give it the study it needs. He, how- 
ever, is inclined to the belief that they 
did not. In this connection he said: 


"The national banks getting 
their i 
organization from the Federal govern-! 
ment have claimed 
exemption 
from i 
State taxes. We have, however, made '. 
a practice of assessing their s'tock, as | 
by a decision In 1S09 the assessment of 
this stock was sustained by the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for this circuit, 
a:id will in all probability be upheld by 
the Supreme Court 
of 
the 
United 
States. It, however, has been of little 
or no benefit. It is much easier for a 
national bank to change its tangible 
property into 
non-assessable stocks 


and bonds, so that when It comes 
to 


getting the base for an assessment by 
deducting its tangible property 
from 


the market value of its stock, the one 
offsets the other and In the case of the 
two national banks of this city last 
year we got little or nothing. 


"To . illustrate 
this, 
government 
bonds, school bonds, corpor.atlon bonds, 
city bonds are non-assessable; on the 
fourth of March of each year national 
banks load themselves up with these 
securities to such an extent that the 
stock used as an offsat to the market 
value of their stock about balance 
each other. 
There is nothing left to 


tax."With regard to all the other banks 
this will be a harder matter, as they 
cannot convert 
their 
securities 
so 
readily. 
For several years past 
we 
have been assessing the franchises of 
all banks but national banks and they 
have paid this tax without protest, as 
it has simply been a nominal tax which 
it was not worth their while to bother 
about. 
Of course, now the point has 


been decided it makes the way clear as 
to what we should do. There are no 
delinquent taxes in this county, as we 
have never attempted to assess them !

I can ask you to take my case again. 
" I enclose ten dollars on account, for I have now got on my feet. 
I 


am sure you will cure me, though I am very weak for lack of medical at- 
tention. 
I thank you for many kindnesses.' 


"Poor consumptive! 
Common is his tale. 
Most pitiable, and perhaps 


most common o£ all God's unfortunates. Tho splendid hospitals which do 
more for suffering and unfortunate mankind than, 
perhaps, 
any 
other 


agency in modern civilization, and 
which open their doors widely 
and 


cheerfully to men and women of every class, almost Invariably close the 
doors tightly when the poor consumptive approaches from afar, 
and 
cry 


from "within: 
'Unclean! 
Unsafe! 
Dangerous! 
Keep far away from us!' 


"Nor can the hospital authorities be blamed, for all that they say 


is true, and they cannot Jeopardize the lives of their other patients to ac- 
commodate the most worthy consumptive. 


"But what shall be; done for the poor fellow?

Were he a pauper the county would provide for

based criminal, the Government would give him enough work and food and 
clothing to make his existence tolerable.

DISCUSSION ON 


UNIVERSITY WORK. 


BHRKBLEY, February 20.—At tho an- 


nual convention of University Presidents 
and professors nt New Haven, Conn., 
yesterday. President David Starr Jordan 
of Stanford University spoke on "Tho 
Actual and Proper Times of Distinction 
Between College and University Work." 


President Jordan ssld there wore rea- 


sons why ttiere 
should 
bo no abrupt 


change from the American college to tho 
university, but on tho other hand, many 
reasons why 
the 
educational system 


should be one of gradual transition. The 
university should rariiate from the col- 
lege, extending in c\ery direction worts 
alreadv begun. It should not be a sep- 
arate 'school -with different sympathies 
and methods superimposed upon the col- 


Four years of resilience in a college, 
with a. course of study containing some 
one subject pursued so long as to per- 
mit, 
In the last year at least, a begin- 
ning of independent work, President Jor- 
dan regarded ns tin best Ideal of an 
American college course. He said: 
"The university an>l Its school should 
stand on the same grounds with tho col- 
lege, under the samo control and ani- 
mated by the same spirit. 
The stu- 
dent's subsequent work for the profes- 
sional degree should he the equivalent of 
that required for the degree of doctor of 
philosophy. 
The university professional 
degree should not be urlven in fewer than 
six or seven years after matriculation as 
a freshman. 
"For those students who have no seri- 


ous interest in their studies, it Is a. mat- 
ter of IHtle consequence what the col- 
lege does. Tho presence of such persons 
tends lo make a farce of hlsh education. 
In case the senior year Is hopelessly <ie- 
voted tn social pursuits. It may be. omit- 
ted entirely. 
In most Institutions it is 
hotter to require four yenrs' work for tha 
bachelor's degree in addition to the high- 
est entrance requirements now existing 
rather than to relegate tho fourth year 
to the professional school. There should 
be no abrupt change either in matter or 
method at the end of the undergraduato 
course."- *
